Tho town of Porto Praya is situated, 
as I said before, on the island of St. Jago, 
on a kind of raised table land, which ex¬ 
tends back from tho sea. The town itself 
is not very elegant in the structure of its 
houses or tho laying ou t of its streets, 
both of which have the appearance of 
being sadly out of repair. It contains 
about two thousand inhabitants who, for 
the most part, are very poor and miser¬ 
ably clad. Some of these can bo seen, 
trudging barefooted through the streets 
with enormous baskets on tboir heads, 
loaded with various wares, which they 
will urge you to buy, with the most lu¬ 
dicrous gesticulations. Others are fish¬ 
ermen, while some are water carriers, 
peddling that necessary article for a rein 
"a bucketful. A reis is a Portuguese coin 
equivalent to our cent. The richer classes 
live on the outskirts of the town. Here 
may bo seen the Governor’s house, a 
stone mansion three stories high ; tho 
grounds suvrounding the mansion are 
covered with handso me shmle trees, a iso 
an abundance of fruit trees, including the

them. A good strong wall surrounds 
’ the premises to keep out intruders and 
also to give a finish to the place, which 
is the handsomest residence on the island. 
Sunday afternoons the regimental band 
from the stone fort in the harbor .sere¬ 
nades the Governor ,<md hU staff, Sunday 
being the grand holiday of thee* people. 

The climate of these islands is very 
warm, and the soil productive. They, 
being in the torrid zone, have no change 
of seasons from hot to cold as in this coun¬ 
try, but two seasons .which they call the 
wet and dry. This dry 6eason is the pro¬ 
ductive time of the year and answers to 
our summer and fall, when tropical flow¬ 
ers and fruits of all kinds grow sponta¬ 
neously. Among the most conspicuous 
of these aro the orange, banana, lemon 
and pineapple..

We regret to announce the death of 
>ur friend and neighbor, Hon. Avery 
W. Severance, who died at his residence 
in New Haven on the evening of Febru¬ 
ary 15th, 1874. 

He was born February 23d, in the 
year 1810, near tho place where he died, 
and at his decease,consequently,was near¬ 
ly fifty-five years of age. For nearly a 
half century ho has been accustomed to 
walk these streets and mingle with our 
population, socially, and in business re¬ 
lations. And never has malice or sus¬ 
picion whispered auglit against his in¬ 
tegrity. He was emphatically an honest 
man, and the vacuum made by his loss 
cannot be filled by another. 

Possessing rare intelligence, capacity 
and knowledge of business, he was ac¬ 
customed for many years to bo the arbi¬ 
trator to adjust differences, the counselor 
to advise in trouble, and the trustee for 
the orphan and widow in all cases within 
the circuit of his acquaintance. 

During nearly his entire business life 
he was entrusted with offices of trust 
to provido for the material and educa¬ 
tional interests of his native town of 
New Haven, either as its Supervisor or 
in some other capacity. During many 
years he was a prominent member of the 
Oswego County Board of Supervisors, 
and frequently its Chairman. And in 
all positions his judgment was accepted 
and respected as superior to that of others, 

r and his honesty was beyond suspicion. 
While a member of the Legislature of 
the State of Now York, he was faithful 
to every duty, and occupied in all matters 
an influential position. 

In public and private life he was 
modest and unassuming in his manner, 
courteous and gentlemanly in his de¬ 
meanor, sympathetic and benevolent to 
the distressed, and warmly attached to 
his friends. 

He was firm and unflinching in the 
discharge of his duty ; energetic and in¬ 
dignant against all appearance of chicane 
or fraud. Himself honest, he could en¬ 
dure no deception in another. • 

In his death his family have lost a 
kind and tender husband, a loving and 
indulgent father, and the entire county 
one of its most prominent, faithful and 
honored citizens, whose history is insepa¬ 
rably connected with every prominent 
event in the history of Oswego County 
during the last quarter of a century, and 
whoso memory will be cherished and re¬ 
spected over a larger extent, and by 
a greater proportion of the population 
of this county, than that of any who sur¬ 
vive him.

We trust his spirit is now at rest in 
peace with his Heavenly Father.

About Dangorous Places. 

The following bill in reference to dam¬ 
ages sustained from dangerous places on 
the common highways i3 now before the 
Legislature : 

“Any person, without negiigouco on 
his part, who shall receive or sutler bodi¬ 
ly injury or damage to his property 
through a naglect or want of repair, or 
from want of sufficient railing in or upon 
ny highway, public street, causeway, 
ulvert,bridge, sidewalk, crosswalk, sluice 
'or sewer in such highway or public street, 
may recover, in a civil action, the amount 
of such damages against tho county, 
town, city or village within which the 
said (lefoctive highway may be situated ; 
but no such damage sustained by any one 
using such bridge whose carriage and load 
thereon exceed six tons weight, shall be 
recovered.”

Concerning an article which appeared

Such shortcomings as these are tilings 
not to be remedied by appeals to the 
public press, for if we were disposed to 
draw teo fine a point, we should say that 
“Nosidda’s” communication is very gos- 
eippy in itself. The author claims to be 
intimately acquainted with large num¬ 
bers of deaf-mutes, and if a sincere de¬ 
sire to remedy evils discovered really 
underlies the article in question, the best 
way will be to exercise the author’s perso¬ 
nal precept and example among them. 
Believing as we do that gossipping is 
universal, it does not surprise us that 
one of our correspondent* felt indignant 
at the imputation thrust on a class to 
which he belongs, and to have that class 
considered a sort of particular and sepa¬ 
rate example of evil, nor are we astonish¬ 
ed that he made a speedy and- sound re¬ 
ply. Before taking leave of the subject 
we will put a charitable interpretation 
upon the communication of “Nosidda” 
and believe that his quarrel is with the 
mischief at large rather than any partic¬ 
ular instance of it.
